Swainsboro, Ga., October 21.—In the 
superior court today Dr. W. J. Mc- 
Naughton, convicted of the murder of 
Fred Flanders, by poison, Was sen- 
tenced to be hanged on November 22. 
This is the third time Dr. McNaughton 
has been sentenced to death. 

Mrs. Flanders, the widow of the dead 
man, jointly indicted with McNaughton 
for murder, has not been tried for her 
part in the alleged crime, and as Gov- 
ernor Brown has declared that Mc- 
Naughton should not be executed until 
Mrs. Flanders’ case is disposed of, it is 
not likely that he will hang on the 
date named today. It has been report- 
ed that Mrs. Flanders had fled from 
Swainsboro. McNaughton’s attorney, 
before his client was resentenced to- 
day, stated to the court that such a 
report was unfair ane untrue, and that 
‘the woman could be produced within a 
few hours when she is wanted. 

Dr. McNaughton will be carried back 
to Savannah tonight and put tin jail 
there.

Creditors of the Americug Gas and 
Flectric company have taken over the 
properties of thatcompany. The prop- 
erties are now in hands of twoof the 
largest financial concerns of the coun- 
try, the Guarantee Trust company and 
National Park bank, of New York. 

These two companies control] prac- 
tically all of the bonds of the Ameri- 
us company, as well ag its stock. 
The larger part of the bonds, it ap- 
pears, had been hypothecated with 
these two corporations as security for 
loans by New York brokers. Through 
inability to meet the loans made on 
bonds, the brokerg were compelled to 
surrender them. This gives these two 
financial institutions the control. The 
other bondholders then placed their se- 
curities in their hands as trustees. 

A meeting of creditors was held, at 
which the attoneys for the Guarantee 
Trust company were present, as well as 
representatives of the General Electric 
company, and some other northern 
creditors. 

As a result of this meeting all old 
directors resigned and a new board 
was chosen to handle the Americus 
properties in the interest of creditors. 
Three New York men are on the board, 
representing the largest creditors. At 
the request of the National Park bank, 
Council, of the Planters’ bank, 
of Americus, was elected as the local 
director.

Revenue Cutter Gets Flames 
Under Control—All Pas- 
sengers Taken Off. 


Washington, October 21.—The fire 
on the steamer Berkshire, ablaze in 
Lookout Cove, N. GC, since Sunday 
morning, apparently was under control 
late tonight, according to a dispatch 
to the revenue cutter service. The 
commander of the Seminole reported 
that he was running short of coal, but 
would be able to Keep all streams go- 
ing for some time longer. Arrange- 
ments are being made to get coal to 
the cutter early tomorrow. 

The Berkshire’s passengers, who 
were taken aboard the Seminole today, 
were landed at the Cape Lookout lfe- 
saving station tonight ,and will remain 
there until the Seminole can leave the 
burning steamer to take them to Beau- 
fort. From. Beaufort they will go 
north by rail. 

Explosions in the hole of the steamer 
Berkshire, believed to have been bar- 
rels of turpentine, forming part of the 
cargo, today caused the twenty-one 
passengers, lifesavers and crew to be 
taken off by the revenue cutter Semi- 
nole. 

The members of the crew were al- 
most exhausted from their efforts to 
check the fire, having fought the 
flames since Saturday night, without 
sleep. 

The Berkshire is anchored within a 
few hundred yards of shore in Look- 
out cove, and if she should sink she 
will be in only about 3% fathoms of 
wae and could probably be raised 
easily.

WILSON WAITS 
ON ROOSEVELT 


Democratic Nominee’s Plans 
Depend on Effect of Trip 
Home on Colonel. 


Princeton. N. J.. October 21.—Upon 
the news tomorrow of the effect on 
Colonel Roosevelt of his trip from 
Chicago will depend largely Governor 
Wilson’s plans for the rest of the cam- 
paign. The democratic nominee said 
tonight his speaking plans for the 
present were “up in the air.” 

For October 31 a big meeting is 
Planned at Madison Square Garden, 
New York, but the nominee said to- 
night he could not say yet whether he 
would attend. He will, however, on 
November 2 review in New York a 
parade of college men supporting him. 

The governor said his present in- 
tention was to do no more speaking 
until Colonel Roosevelt recovered. He

Governor Wilson was ihformed to- 
night that Senator Hoke Smith, of 
Georgia, would address the Woodrow

der if I could go just as a part of the 
audience without being called upon to 
make a speech.” 

The governor will go to Trenton to- 
morrow for his weekly round-up of 
state business.
